Lewis Silverstone was put behind the bars 
at 1 o'clock to-day charged with unlawfully 


selling a poison.

exposure of his nefarious traffic. 


Chief Harrigan has giver his subordinates 
orders that they prosecuts the man with the 
utmost vigor, and every eifort will be mado 


to punish him. 
The warrant was sworn out Saturday 
noon. Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
Johnson swore to the informaticn himself. 
The section of the Missouri statutes under 
which the prosecution will be made is No. 
4618. It deals with the sale of poisons and 
makes it a misdemeanor for any druggist 
to sell poisons without registering the name 
ol, the purchaser and the purpose for which 
the drug was bought. 
This Silverstone failed to do and thus ren- 
dered himself amenable to the law. 
The punishment which may be assessed 
is a fine of not less than $25 nor more than 
$50. 
The warrant was put in the hands of De- 
tectives McGrath and Anderson for service. 
These two officers worked up the case in 
conjunction with the Post-Dispatch re- 
porters on the night the information was 


obtained upon which the expose was 
founded. 
The information as to the existence 


of the joint was laid beforg the police au- 
_thorities by the Post-Dispatch, and there- 


fore the detectives were accompanied by 
the reporters. 

The officers went straight to the drug 
Store of the Boston Drug Co., at Twelfth 
and Franklin avenue, where the den is. 

The proprietor was at dinner, but the 
day clerk was extremely obliging. There 
was not the “I know my business” air 
About the place that was noticeable on the 
previous visit. 

The dressing-down Silverstone received 
and the exposure which was made of his 
nefarious practices apparently had made 
the entire establishment quite civil. 

The only objection the day clerk entered 
to his visitors, whom he this time took ‘to 
be reporters, was that other drug stores 
were not also written up. . 
ie claimed they all sold cocaine, just as 
Silverstone has done. 

The clerk obligingly told the detectives 
that his 1 had gone to dinner, to his 
home at ll orth Compton avenue, and 
my A immediately boarded a car for that 
piace. 

They found him eating dinner. He was 
the most polite man that ever sold cocaine. 

When informed that he was under arrest, 
he grinned in a sickly sort of way and an- 
nounced his willingness to go along. 

He was not put to the humiliation of a 
ride in a patrol wagon, but was taken to 
the Four Courts in a street-car. 

“It amounts to nothing.“ he said, “the 
only th.ng I object to is that they single me 
out. All drug stores do the same as I do, 
and it’s not right. I wonder why they got 
after me.“ 

It was suggested that it probably was 
because of the back room where he allowed 
immoral women of the neighborhood to 
gather and indulge in their cocaine drunks. 

“But there was no back room,” he insist- 
ed most strenuously. On my honor, there 
was not. 1 wouldn’t have such a thing.“ 

As allowances were made for his per- 
turbed state of mind, his protestations were 
not denied, despite the fact that he had 
in the most definite way told both detec- 
tives and the Post-Dispatch reporter on 
the night of their investigation that he 
used the back room for the women to in- 
Aulge in their drug. 

Apparentiy Mr. Silverstone has com- 
menced to trim already for the storm he 
anticipates in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection when his case comes up.

At the coming presidential election there 
will be submitted to your judgment two 
questions, one of which

old. This issue is thrust upon us by the 

emocratic party, or rather by the Populist 
- Dranch of the Democratic party. 

Gold and silver coins are recognized by 
all commercial nations of the world as 

the best standard of value, as the measure 
of every article of desire, of every thing 
that is bought or sold. These two metals 
not only measure all other things, but they 
measure each other. Their relative value 
constantly changes. Twenty-three years 
% 16 ounces of silver were worth more 
than one ounee of gold. Now thirty-one 
ounces of silver can be bought by one 
ounce of gold, This fluctuation of 
value cannot be prevented by law. It is 
caused by the . demands for and 
the increasing supply of these metals from 
the mines. Both are necessary as money, 
silver to supply the daily wants of life 
and gold to measure the larger transac- 
tions of business, especially in exchange 
with foreign nations. How to. maintain 
the parity of the two metals at a fixed 
ratio has been, is, and always will be a 
difficult problem, not only in the United 
States but in the civilized world. 

It was one of the first questions to oc- 
cupy the attention of American statesmen 
after the adoption of the Constitution, and 
is now one of the most pressing, after more 
than 100 years of national growth. In 
1792 silver and gold were made the common 
standards of value in the United States 
at the ratio of 15 to 1, but this was »D°-cause 
then the actual market value of fifteen 
ounces of silver was al to the actual 
market value of one oute of gold. The 
greatest care was taken to ascertain this 
ratio by Thomas Jefferson, then Secretary

It is certain that from 1801, when Mr. 
Jefferson became President, to the close of 
Buchanan’s administration, in 1861, the 
Democratic party was a gold party, opposed 
to silver and all forms of paper money. 

When the Republican party came into 
power, in 1861, by the election of Mr. Lin- 
coln, it had to face a formidable rebellion 
Gold and silver were alike banished from 
circulation and irredeemable paper money 
of all denominations, from 10 cents to $1,000, 
was substituted in place of coin. When the

1869, it pce 8 
ot the nation to payment in coin 
equivalent of all bonds of the United States 
and to redeem the United States notes at the 
earliest practical moment in coin. 

In order to carry out this pledge it became 
necessary to revise the various coinage laws 
‘of the United States. This was 1 
and very carefully done by a bill framed in 
the Treasury Department while Mr. Bout- 
well was Secretary, It was thoroughly con- 
sidered by the experts of that department 
and was submitted to all persons in the 
Unſted States who were supposed to be fa- 
'millar with the coinage laws. The bin, 
containing sixty-seven sections, accom- 
panied by a mass of information that fills a 
volume, was sent to Congress April 25, 1870, 
by Secretary Boutwell, and its passage 
was strongly recommended by him. This 
bill om‘tted from the coins of the United 
States the silver dollar, precisely as was 
done in 1853, but provided for the coinage of 
the fractional parts of the dollar in_accord- 
ance with the act of that year. This bill 
was pending in Congress for three years, 
| was carefully considered in both houses, 
| and special attention was called to the 

omigsion of the 412% grain silver dollar, 
| which was never in the bill at any stage, 
| and the reasons for this omission given. 

It was finally determined at the urgent 
| request of members from the Pacific Coast 


to Insert among the silver coins a trade 
dollar containing 420 grains of standard sil- 
ver, but this dollar was made, like the 


minor coins, a legal tender for $60 only. 
There was but one yea and nay vote on 
the bill, and that was on the proposition 
to repeal the charge made by the mint for 
the coinage of gold. I voted against its 
repeal. The bill Ar both houses and 
became a law Feb. 12, 1873, by practically 
a unanimous vote of both parties, and was 
epecialiy supported and voted for by the 
Senators and members from the silver 
States. 

This has been called the ‘‘crime of 1873.“ 
and as the bill was under my charge in the 
Senate I was held to be the chief c.iminal. 
It was, in fact, a wise measure of public 
policy, carefully discussed and considered 
during three years.

When we test the outcry against this act 
with the sober facts shown by official rec- 
ords, it appears si ly ludicrous. The total 
number of silver dollars coined from 1792 
to 1873 was 8,031,288, while the number of 

trade dollars issued under the coinage act 
| of 1873, containing 7% grains more silver than 
the old dollar, was 35,965,924, and the number 
of standard silver dollars coined under the 
'Bland-Allison act of 1878 was 430,790,041, or 
‘fifty-four times the number issued before 

1873. 

It is strange that the very men who 
supported and urged this coinage law of 
1873 and demanded the exclusive coinage 
of gold are the very men who now de- 
mand the free coinage of silver and de- 
pounce as ‘“‘goldites’’ and ‘robbers’ all 
those who believe in the cotnage of both gold 
and silver. 

It has been said that the dropping of the 
| silver doliar in the coinage act of 1873 was 
/aurreptitiously done. This charge is shown 
to be false by the debate in Congress, and 
‘especially by the declarstions of the men 
who now make the charge.

The United States has thus far maintained 
its silver coins at parity with gold coins 
only by its exclusive monopoly of coinage 
and by limiting the amount, but with free 
colnage of silver there could be no limita- 
tion. Sifver bullion in every form wil be 

ressed upon the mints, and with the man- 
Rater? futy of free coinage, silver dollars 
will soon fill the channels of circulation and 
the gold dollar will be hoarded or will be 
uoted and sold as a commodity at about 
134 cents of the silver coin. Bilver will 
stand as the par value and gold will be 
quoted at its commercial value. 


In conclusion Senator Sherman said that 
debts have been enforced which would not 
have been called for but the free sil- 
ver crusade, and he predicted that if it be- 
comes apparent that a_ free colnage bill 
— be passed debts will be rapidly col- 
ected. 

He defended the creditor class against the 
charge of being. bloodthirsty shylocks by 
Saying that the pens.oners and the say- 
ing bank depositors are not deserving of 
those epithets, however much others of 
the creditor class may be. 

He dwelled upon what he regarded as the 
effect of free coinage of silver upon life in- 
surance and\wages and Government bonds, 
and closed with a plea for bimetallism by 
international agreement.

STREET RAILWAY MAGNATES 
FIND HOW THEIR MEN STAND. 


BIG MAJORITY FOR SILVER. 


The Magnates Admit That They Were 
Disappointed, but Deny That 
-. Dismissals will, Follow. 


In order to wean the employes of the 
Union Depot Railway Co. from the free 
silver heresy,” efforts are being made by 
the officials of the company to form a gold 
standard club, composed exclusively of the 
employes, 

The club once formed, “a campaign of ed- 
ucation’’ is to be Anaugurated through 
speeches and campaign literature. 

From the result of an effort recently 
made by the company to ascertain the sen- 
timents of its employes, it seems improbable 
that the men will take the gold cure“ with- 


out gagging. 

The matter was set on foot several weeks 
ago. ‘To ascertain just how much of a 
membership could be secured, a poll of the 
employes was taken about one week ago 
on the money issue. 

The officials of the road decline to state 
the result of the poll. They say that a 
large majority ot the employes voted for 
free silver, and let it go at that. 

Just what the proportion was is a matter 
of dispute. Some of the employes seen de- 
clare that.four-fifths were in favor of silver, 
while others state that the proportion was 
somewhat less than that. 

All agree that the sentiment was over- 
whelmingly in favor of silver. 

As an example the result at the car sheds 
of the California avenue line, at Virginia 
avenue and Wabash street, was 128 for silver, 
nine for gold and seventy-five. non- com- 
mittal. 

This is the more remarkable because 
every employe of the system knows that the 
officers, from the President to the General 
Superintendent, are pronounced advocates 
of the single gold standard. 

General Manager Harry Scullin is, in fact, 
one of the five Vice-Presidents of :he or- 
ganization formed at Chatsworth Hall by 
Seceders from the Democratic party 

The Union Depot Railway Co. employs 
from 1,300 to 1,400 men. Their views on the 
money issue were secured through an order 
transmitted by General Superintendent 
Thomas W. Murphy to the foremen of 
the various car sheds. 

The company has four car sheds—that of 
the Mound Gity line on Jefferson and St. 
Louis avenues; 
line, Virginia avenue and Walsh street; 
the Bellefontaine line, near the Water 
Tower, and the sheds at Jefferson and Gey- 
er avenue. 

In pursuance of the order from Supt. 
Murphy the foremen at these places fur- 
nished every employe with a gold and 
silver ballot with instructions to return 
the one which represented his views on the 
money question. 

The votes were all counted and the re- 
sults entered on a tally sheet and forwarded 
to General Superintendent Murphy. He 
States that he turned them over to Gen- 
eral Manager Harry Scullin. 

In connection with this poll it was gener- 
ally rumored that a large number of the 
employes were dismissed because they re- 
fused to abandon their ideas on the silver 
l When traced this rumor was 

ound to have emanated from the discharge 
of fifteen men about July 15, before the vote 
was taken. 

Officers of the company allege that these 
men were discharged for cause. 

The officials of the road deny that any 
intimidation is being used to further their 
“campaign of education.“ General Man- 
ager Harry Scullin was particularly em- 
phatic in his statement to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that neither threats or promises 
to the men on the part of any of his sub- 
ordinates would be tolerated. 

Mr. Scullin would not admit at first that a 
poll had been taken. 

An admission to that effect had just been 
secured from General Manager Murphy. 

1 haven't the result of the poll,“ said Mr. 
Murphy. ‘I turned all the lists over to Mr. 
Harry Scullin. He can tell you what the 
resuit was. 

“The poll was taken by the various fore- 
men at my request. It was not in the na- 
ture of an order.“ 

“I know of no poll having been taken,“ 
was Harry Scullin's response to a request 
for the result. 

It was insisted that Mr. Murphy had 
just stated that he had turned over to Mr. 
Scullin the result of the poll. 

There must be some mistake,“ said Mr. 

Scullin, perhaps the figures were given to 
my father. 
“All 1 know is that the foreman at the 
Mound City sheds took a poll of the men. 
The result was largely in favor of silver. 
That's the only poll that I know anything 
about; and I don't know the figures even in 
that.“ 

“It is stated, Mr. Scullin, that several men 
were discharged because they would not 
change their views.“ 

No one has been discharged for any such 
cause. That is rank nonsense. It would 
not make the men vote for gold, would it? 
It would be calculated to make them take 
the opposite stand. If we were to discharge 
men for voting for silver, we'd discharge 
some of our best men and have to dismiss 
more than half of our employes. 

“My father heard that rumor, too, and 
came in here the other evening to find out 
about it. He asked me if it were true. I 
asked him if he took me fora fool. I told 
him he knew that I had too much sense 
for that. 

„J have announced, in fact, that I will 
discharge any man, even the General Super- 
intendent, who tries to prejudice the em- 
ployes one way or the other.” 

“When is your gold club to be organized, 
Mr. Scullin?“ 


“I can’t tell. We are worki on it. Mr. 
Roach, our secretary, suggested it some 
time ago, and we are making preparations. 
When we will be ready it is impossible to 


say. 

We want our employes to join the club, 
but will not force them to nor hold out 
any inducements. One club is being organ- 
ized on the Mougd City division, and we 
hope to have a club for each division. 

“Our object is to have speakers address 
the clubs. We are in favor of the gold stan- 
dard and believe that with a knowledge of 
the issue our men will vote for it. I know 
that my free silver friends will say I don’t 
know what I am talking about, but I de- 
lieve it nevertheless. Why one of the offi- 
cialis of the Chicago City Railroad has or- 
ganized night schools, meeting twice a 
week, for the education of the employes of 
the road on the money question. He says 
that it is to the interest of his company to 
have the gold standard, and he wants to 
28 the men that it is to their interest

FIGURES TO STUDY. 

The statistical basis of all the argu- 
ment that wages have advanced under 
the single gold standard is the report 
made by Senator Aldrich to the Benate 
Finance Committee in 1893. And this isa 
statistical basis only, for a close analy- 
sis of that report and a comparison of 
its figures with admitted conditiens prove 
it to be misleading. 

The basis ot the Aldrich report itself is 
the illusory one of averages. The report 
shows declining wages in many lines, 


. notably “building trades” and “cotton 


but such abnormal advances in 


, Average was higher. 
ema advances were partic- 
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ularly marked in the dry goods line, 
which scored an advance of 4 per cent. 
This is set out in the tables as repre- 
senting the average of the trade, but 


jon turning to the reports of dry goods 


establishments it is found that but one 
firm, and that a comparatively small ore, 
had made a return. In that establish- 
ment there had been an advance of 40 
per cent in wages, and this is set out as 
representing the average of advance in 
the entire drg goods trade. Well-known 
conditions falsify the assertion. 

The statistics in the Aldrich reports 
show that even in lines where wage ad- 
vances have occurred between 1860 and 
1898 they occurred previous to 1873. Since 
that year of demonetization the constant 
tendency has been downward.

NEW YORK AND THE NEW DEAL. 


When Martin Van Buren led New York 
in an attempt to defeat the Democratic 
party, which had been mistaken enough 
to honor him and to put in the White 
House one of the trickiest of all Ameri- 
can politicians, the immediate result was 
the forcing of political power to the West 
and for an entire generation no other 
New York President sat in the White

They are as ignorant of the 
temper and habits of the American peo- 
ple as if they had been born in Russia. 
How can a millionaire who wears knee 
breeches and a single eye-glass know the 
temper of Americans? How cana gouty 
Plutocrat in white duck trousers and a 
yachting cap tell what genuine Ameri- 
cans will think about anything? How 
can an Astor or a Gould or a Vanderbilt 
or a Depew, who would far rather be 
noticed by the Prince of Wales than to 
be thought well of by 70,000,000 Americans, 
decide in advance the issues of an Amer- 
ican election? 

In only one way. It is the habit of these 
men to say openly or tacitly in every 
election: “If you do not do as we please, 
we will put up $100,000,000 against you 
and buy the election!“ 

It is certain that all their money can 
do to manufacture New York majorities 
against the Democratic party will be 
done. It is not at all certain that they 
can succeed, but if they do succeed, the 
youngest child now living is likely to be 
wrinkled and gray before another New 
York President is elected. 

The change in the electoral college 
which forced the Democratic party to 
take a Western candidate is permanent, 
and every year will make it more em- 
phatic. It means that the civil war is 
over, that civil war lines are broken in 
politics, that the new generation 1s in 
control, East, West, North and South; 
that the Americans of the present are 
determined to put behind them forever 
the miserable quarrel over slavery, and, 
having done so, to push on to a higher 
civilization, a fuller freedom and an era 
of greater prosperity for all the people. 
And the plutocracy of New York can no 
more stop this than it can sweep back 
the ocean as its breakers roll in upon 
the Jersey sands. 

If New York is controlled by its half 
a dozen billionaire families, by its trusts 
and monopolies, and by the agents of for- 
eign bankers, it will simply force Penn- 
sylvania into its old place as the Key- 
stone State of the East. The West will 
lead in both parties, the South will stand 
prepared to follow and Pennsylvania, 
with Ohio to support it, will assert itself 
in the East against New York and Massa- 
chusetts. 

Every one who has studled American 
political history will see at once how this 
will be forced. It makes no particular 
difference whether the Wall Street plu- 
tocracy sees it or not. Mr. Vanderbilt and 
Mr. Whitney may have their good qual- 
ities, but they do not own the Uniged 
States. They are mistaken in think ng 
so. And they are about to have a knowl- 
edge of their mistake forced on them 
without any particular regard for their 
feelings of proprietorship.

Labor was 
fully employed; the industrial classes were 
well paid. Tramps were unknown. 

In 1867 contraction was pushed, but in 
consequence of the preceding years of ~ 
ceptional prosperity its effects were not to 
any great extent realized. In 1868 $473,000,000 
of money was destroyed and an interest 
bearing debt substituted for it. This was 
followed by 2,386 spasms,“ business fail- 
ures. 

In 1869 3500, 000,000 more money was de- 
stroyed and more interest-bearing debt 
made.The enormous strain upon the country 
began to be felt, for the spasms (business 
failures) got up to 4,062. Strikes this year 
were of frequent occurrence. 

In 1873 the storm in financial affairs 
reached a sort of climax. Notwithstanding 
the increasing number of “spasms every 
year the country was blessed with good 
and abundant crops, and practical business 
men kept entertaining a steadfast Rope that 
money would soon be more plentiful. In- 
stead of this, there occurred B. 191 spasms, 
500,000 men were thrown out of work, many 
mills and factories were closed. This year 
the scheme to demonetize silver in the 
United States was carried out, and among 
those who knew the object of it all contracts 
for future payment of money were made 80 
as to force the country to a gold basis. 

In 1875 the volume of money was reduced 
$42,817,418, bringing the “spasms’’ up to 
7,304. This year the “specie resumption 
act was passed, and the national bankers 
contracted the currency to the extent of 
$85,000,000, resulting in over 10,000 more 
“spasms” and widespread suspension of 
business enterprises. 

Fawcet, in a work on gold and debt, says: 
“Tt ts a trick of capital in all countries to 
persuade the people that their honor is at 
stake in the payment of war debts at the 
highest valuation the avarice of the holders 
may set on them.“ 

In this language is the secret of all legis- 
lation to increase the burden of public debt 
upon the great mass of the people who pay 
the taxes. What has been done on this 
line in the United States is almost exactly 
like what was done by the British Parlia- 
ment from 1815 to 1819. That the lesson

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NANSEN TELLS HOW HE FARED 
IN THE FROZEN NORTH. 


THE FRAM DID HER DUTY. 


Lowest Temperature Experienced by 
the Arctic Explorers Was 62 De- 
grees Below Zero. 


LONDON, Aug. 15.—The diary of Dr. Nan- 
sen during his Arctic voyage is published 
to-day by the Chronicle, In part it is as 
follows: 

The Fram left Jugor Strait, Aug. 4, 1893. 
We had to force our way through much ice 
along the Siberian coast. We discovered an 
island in the Kara Sea, and a great num- 
ber of islands along the coast of Cape Chel- 
juskn. In several places we found evidences 
of a glacial epoch, during which Northern 


Stberia must have been covered by inland 
ice to a great extent. 

On Sept. 15 we were off the mouth of the 
Olenex River, but we thought it was too 
late to go in there to fetch our dogs, as we 
could not risk losing a year. We passed the 
New Siberian Islands, Sept. 22. We made

was in strong movement and the ice pres- 
sure was heard in all directions. 

On April 3 we were at 8% degs. 50 min.

On April 7 it got so bad that I con- 
sidered it unwise to continue our march in 
a northerly direction. 

We were then at 86 degs. 14 min. north. 
We then made an excursion on skis further 
northward, in order to examine as to the 
possfbility of a further advance.

The electric light, gener- 
ated dy a wind mill, fulfilled our expecta- 
tions. The most friendly feeling existed 
and time passed pleasantly. 

he sea was up to ninety fathoms — 
south of 79 degrees north, where the dept 
suddenly increased and was from 1,600 to 
1,900 fathoms north of that latitude. This 
will necessarily upset all previous theories 
based on a shallow polar basin. The sea 
bottom was remarkably devoid of organic 
matter. During the whole drift I had good 
paper tunis to take a series of scientific 
observations, meteorological, magnetic, as- 
tronomical, biological, soundings, deep sea 
temperatures, examinations for the salinity 
of the sea water, etc. Under the stratum 
of cold water covering thé surface of the 
polar basin, I soon discovered warmer and 
more saline water due to the Gulf Stream, 
with temperatures from 31 degrees to 33 de- 
grees. 

We saw no land and no open water, ex- 
cept narrow cracks in any direction. As 
anticipated, our drift northwestward was 
most rapid —— the winter and spring, 
while the northerly winds stopped or drift- 
ed us backward during the summer. On 
June 18, 1894. we were 81 degs. 52 minutes 
north, but we drifted then southward only.

On Jan. 4 and 6 the Fram was exposed 
to the most violent ice pressures we experi- 
enced. She was then firmly frozen in ice of 
more than 30 feet of measured thickness. 
This floe was overriden by great ice mas- 
ses which were pressed against the port 
side with irresistible force and threatened 
to bury, if not to crush her. The necessary 
provisions with the canvas kayaks and 
other equipments had been placed in safety 
upon the ice. Every man was ready to leave 
the ship if necessary, and was prepared to 
continue living upon the floe. But the Fram 

roved even stronger than our trust in her. 

hen the pressure rose to the highest and 
the ice was piled up above the bulwarks she 
was broken loose and slowly lifted out of 
her bed in which she hag been frozen, but 
not the slightest sign of a split was to be 
discovered anywhere in her. After that ex- 
perience I considered ‘the Fram almost 
equal to anything in the way of pressure. 
Afterward we experienced nothing more of 
the kind, but our drift was rapidly con- 
tinued north and northwestward. 

As I now, with certainty, anticipated that 
the Fram would soon reach her highest 
latitude north of Franz Josef Land, and 
that she would not easily fail to carry out 
the programme of the expedition—viz., to 
cross the unknown polar basin—I decided to 
leave tha, ship in order to explore the sea 
north of her route. Lieut. Johansen vol- 
unteered to join me and I could not easily 
have found a better companion in every re- 
spect. The leadership of the expedition on 
board the Fram I left to Capt. Sverdrup. 
With my trust in his qualifications as a 
leader and his ability to overcome difficul- 
ties, I have no fear but that he will bring 
all the men safely back, even if the worst 
should reg — and the Fram be lost, which 
mprobable. 

On March 3 we reached 84 degrees 4 min- 
utes north. Johnson, Johansen and I left 
the Fram cn March 14, 1895, at 83 degrees 59 
minutes north and 102 degrees 27 minutes 
east. Our purpose was to explore the sea

Tom Cooper was by all odds the star of 
the meet. He put it all over Bald on several 
occasions and by two championships in one 
day clinched his title to being the best 
man seen on the track this season. 

Arthur Gardiner achieved much glory by 
winning the one mile open in 2:01 45, the 
fastest mile ever ridden in competition un- 
paced, but to Walter Sanger, according 
to the face of reports, is due the credit, be- 
cause he did most of the pacing and pulled 
the crowd around on the last lap at such 
a terrific pace that it enabled them to make 
a record, when before bell tap the race 
seemed hopelessly lost es far as time went. 

The showing of the Butler boys, Tom and 
Nat, was also very good, inasmuch as they 
are not regular circuit chasers. Sanger won 
but little money but he showed himself the 
same brave, strong rider that the people 
have always known him to be. 


CABANNE REINSTATED. 


The Famous St. Louis Wheelman Will 
Once More Be Seen on the Track. 


From Louisville comes the good news 
that Dute Cabanne has been reinstated and 
acquitted of the charge of crooked cycle 
racing by the Racing Board of the L. 


A. W. 

Cabanne’s reinstatement was expected. 
Ever since Mr. . W. Robert of the Rac- 
ing Board went to work for him it was 
felt that his reinstatement was assured. 

The circumstances of Mr. Cabanne’s sus- 
pension are too familiar to the cycling 
world to need recapitulation. He, with C. 
M. Murphy and Fred Titus, were suspend- 
ed for alleged complicity in a fixed race 
at De Hodiamont on Aug. 24, 1895. It was 
alleged that Titus solicited Murphy to 
“pull” to let Cabanne win the mile open 
in his owa towr. The affair leaked out, 
and after very considerable notoriety, Cab- 
anne and Titus were suspended, while 
Murphy was acquitted. 

Cabanne at once went to work to gain 
vindication, and after a year of hard 
struggle he has succeeded. 

His suspension will expire on Sept. 1. It 
is a very great pity that it does not expire 
on Aug. 21, because Cabanne could then 
ride at the Diamond Tournament. It will 
take place almost on the anniversary of the 
day on which the race from which such 
trouble arose was run. 

St. Louls caused Cabanne his trouble, 
and it should be the first city to witness 
his reassumption of his former glory and 
fame. 

Dute will join the circuit chasers after 
Sept. 1. He is in first-class condition and 
thinks his season of enforced rest will make 
him better and speedier than ever. 

Cabanne first came into prominence as a 
racing cyclist at the Missouri State meet 
in 1894. He joined the circuit that year, 
and was soon classed with Sanger, John- 
son, Bald, et al. In 189% he started out bril- 
liantly. He defeated Bald, Cooper and all 
the other Class B cracks in the early sea- 
son, but in July he was taken sick and fell 
off in his riding.

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SENATOR JONES 
IN WASHINGTON. 


NOT READY TO ANNOUNCE THE 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


HEADQUARTERS AT /CHICAGO. 


Gov. Stone May Head the Campaign 
Committee Instead of Sena- 


tor Gorman. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—Senator Jones, 
Chairman of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, arrived in Washington to-day. He 
went at once to the headquarters of the 
Democratic Congressional Campaign Com- 
mittee and was busy all forenoon with cor- 
respondence and telegrams, besides seeing 
the more prominent Democratic arrivals in 
the city, 

He was not ready to announce the Execu- 
tive Committee or to state what decision 
had been reached regarding national head- 
quarters. It is known, however, that the 
determination hag been reached to locate 
headquarters at Chicago. There will be 
maintained in Washington a branch head+ 

Uarters working in connection with the 
Congressional Campaign Committee, which 
will attend to sending out all the necessary 
literature and will work also in connection 
with such other campaign committees as 
may be established here and are interested 
in the success of Mr. an. 

The pressure from the West to have the 
headquarters in Chicago has been more 
than the committee and the campaign 
managers could withstand. It has been 
pointed out that the publican headquart- 
ers are practically in Chicago, and that the 
hard hting during the campaign will be 
in the est. It is expected that Senator 
Jones will announce the decision of the com- 
mittee in regard to the headquarters and 
the appomtment of the Executive Commit- 
tee later in the day. 


GOSSIP ABOUT GORMAN. 


Silver Men Object to His Running the 
Campaign Committee. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—Senator Jones, 
Chairman of the Democratic National 
Committee, left last night for Washington 
without appointing either his Executive 
Committee or the Campaign Committee. 

Senator Gorman, Senator Jones, Mr. Sew- 
all, the vice-presidential candidate; Gov. 
Stone of Missouri and presidential candi- 
date Bryan had a talk, but are evidently 
no nearer a solution of the mystery which 
is alleged to be Senator Gorman’s terms for 
managing the campaign. 

The st runs that Gorman has said he 
will head the Campaign Committee pro- 
vided he has executive management of af- 
fairs, or, in other words, can conduct it on 
the lines he thinks best. The silver men do 
not believe that such power should be 
given to Gorman, and they are urging the 
name of Gov. Stone. 

In addition to this there is said to be 
decided friction in the committee over the 
plan proposed to discipline the gold State 
committeemen who have not attended the 
meeting of the National Committee, Chair- 
man Jones and Senator Gorman urge that 
some radical departure, such as removal, 
| Should be the method employed, while oth- 
ers are of the opinion that radical action 
of that sort would hurt the candidate. 

Whatever the difficulty, it is a fact that 
the delay in appointment of the committees 
was not contemplated. Senator Jones an- 
nounced that he would appoint them on 
Wednesday and has set certain hours dur- 
ing the past two days when he would make 
the announcement. Postponement has re- 
sulted each time and his departure last night 
without taking actiOn comes as a surprise. 


BEES IN NEBRASKA. 

Honey of the Finest Quality Produced 
There in Large Quantities. 

Some of the finest honey in the United 


States comes and is coming in larger vol- 


ume every year from Nebraska. Though 
only in its infancy, bee culture in Nebraska 
is getting each year more important, and 
in 1895 306,000 pounds of strained honey was 
marketed in Nebraska at the average price 
of 10 cents a pound. In California, first 
among the States in the product of honey, 
the number of beehives by the last compu- 
tat lan of the Department of Agriculture 
was 60,000, and the product amounted 
to 2,000,000 pounds of strained honey, 20,000 
pounds of comb honey and 39,000 pounds of 
beeswax. California has nearly 15,000,000 
fruit trees, besides 200,000 acres of vineland, 
but Nebraska may, at the present rate of 

rogress, overtake it, for with an area of 
ess than half that of California it had, 
by the last agricultural census, 4,000,000 
fruit t besides grapevines to the num- 
ber of 1, 000 and fruit and flower nurs- 
eries covering 20,000 acres. 

The claim is made by Nebraska horti. 
culturists that the nectar in the ‘trees, 
flowers and clover lands of Nebraska gives 
a clearer, more staple and more marketable 
honey than that of any other State, and 
this is coupled with the declaration that 
on every farm of the State where honey 
is not produced, from 300 to 500 pounds of 
nectar is annually wasted which might be 
paved dees were kept. The cost of honey 
culture is nominal, the@utlay being Umſted 
to the purchase of the queen bees and the 
hives. The work of tending bees and saving 
the honey is Nght. 

The claim is made that the soll of Ne- 
braska is especially well fitted for honey 
culture in connection with the farming and 
horticultural] interests of the State, and 
certainly the farmers of Nebraska are in no 
respect backward in the matter of tree 
planting, in which cory, Seve been, in fact, 
the pioneers. Arbor y had its origin 
in Nebraska. It was suggested as a day of 
universal observance for farmers by a Ne. 
braska man. It first received official recog- 
nition from the Nebraska State Board of 
Agriculture in 1874, when the second 
Wednesday of April was selected as the day 
for tree planting, and this day is now a 
holiday by act of the Legislature in 
twenty-one of the States, besides being a 
legal holiday in Colorado, Kansas, North 
Dakota, Minnesota, Wisconsin, Wyoming, 
Texas, Montana, Utah, Rhode Island, Idah 
and Nebraska. Forty years ago Nebraska 
was a treeless pratrie; now it has more than 
75,000,000 trees of more than one hundred va- 
rieties. A State law exempts from taxation 
for five years in Nebraska $100 of valuation 
for each acre of fruit trees and $50 for each 
acre of forest trees planted, and at the last 
celebration of Arbor Day in that State 
there were planted between sunrise and sun- 


} set 3,600,000 trees. With the increase in the 


number of fruit trees and of flowers, the 
possibilities of bee culture, for which the 
climate of Nebraska is especially well fitted, 
are constantly being enlarged.

A se- 
vere rap with a half-inch stick on a portion 
of the snake’s body not protected py tne 
coil will serve to break its back and end 
its aggressiveness. 

In going to a region infested with rattle- 
snakes the best plan is to give the creatures 
a wide berth unless occasion calls the tour- 
ist into their neighborhood. In that case 
discretion and a pair of stout boots and 
woolen trousers go farther than snake bite 
medicine to protect from the evil effects of 
snake bite, although if the medicine itself 
is the object sought, and the snake is mereiy 
accessory to the medicine, then thick boots 
will not answer the purpose exactly. For 
no matter what the boots, they can never 
warm the stomach and tickle the palate 
like half a dozen swallows of Monongahela, 
taken as the case is critical. 

The poisonous fang of a rattlesnake is 
rarely able to penetrate the thick leather 
of a pair of boots, and the thick folds of 
woolen trousers almost certainly interfere 
with the virus reaching the skin. For the 
poisor fan are far back in the animal’s 
mouth, and must strike quite fairly to do 
harm. Whisky is said by physicians of 


snake bite than so much water, not nulli- 
fying the effects of the polses in the least. 
Many who have been bitten and recovered 
after using whisky would have recovered 
just the same had they used an equal 
Amount of doneset tea. But as to dis- 
Parage the effects of the medicine is to 
take away the delights of going to the 
country where snakes abound, the less said 
about it the better, probably. 


/CLEANSING THE HUMAN BLOOD. 


Salt and Water Injections Said to Be 
Better Than Transfusion. 


Washing the blood is the latest remedy for 
diseases brought on by causing a sluggish 
circulation and low state of the blood. The 
washing process is performed by plain salt 
and water. From a pint to two quarts of 
water is injected into the system by means 
of an ordinary hypodermic syringe. 

A vein is opened in.the arm of the patient 
with the usual antiseptic precautions, and 
the salt water injected in large doses. A 
profuse prespiration and general activity 
of the secretory organs follow, carrying 
away the noxious matter present in the 


blood. The new remedy is recommended by 
several doctors in papers read recently be- 
fore the Academy of Medicine in Paris, 
and has been successfully employed in unm- 
erous instances. In cases of anaemia, ty- 
phoid, hemorrhages, sudden shock and 
even in cases of intoxication, this blood 
washing, says the Washington Star, works 
wonders, For some years surgeons have 
caused a saline injection in cases of collapse 
“after an operation. It is the most powerful 
tonic known, and has saved many lives. 
Its efficacy in ordinary diseases has, how- 
ever, only recently been d.scovered. 
Modern medicine has a tendency to re- 
sort to simple methods which recognize the 
all-curing powers of Vater. Washing the 
stomach, as practiced by several New York 
physicians, is of very recent origin, and is 
considered invaluatte in cases of indiges- 
tion. A simple bezh of warm water is often 
all that is necessary to restore the stomach 
to its normal condition, by removing the 
poisonous waste products which are not 
profusely thrown off by the secretory or- 
gans. By means of a soft rubber tube put 
down the throat water ean be poured into 
the stomach and syphoned out again. To 
wash the blood is, of course, more difficult, 
as the water has to be injected into a vein. 
It is well known that the blood of a ¢rog 
can be drawn off and the blood of another 
frog substituted without greatly inconven- 
feneing the creature. It was then found 
that a salt water solution can be substi- 
tuted instead of blood to a considerabie ex- 
tent, at least, and the frog will live and be 
as sprightly as ever. This fact first gave the 
scientists the idea of injecting an artificta] 
serum into the veins of a human being, 
either anaemic or intoxicated. The new rem- 
edy is very simple in its action and can 
always, it is said, be employed with safety.

Excise Commissioner Nicholas M. Bell 
has forwarded to Gov. Stone his annual 
statement of the collections made during 
the fiscal year by his department, and a 
comparative statement sbowing the de- 
crease in dramshops and the increase in 
revenue since the establishment of the 
excise office in 1893.

A YOUNG MOTHER. 


HER BABY IS ALIVE AND SHE IS 
IN THE MORGUE. 


WOULDN’T TELL HER NAME. 


Supposed to Be Miss Nellie Gilborne, 
a Well Connected Young Lady 
of St. Joseph. 


A deep mystery surrounds the idenity and 
death of a young woman, whose body has 
lain unclaimed at the Morgue since last 
Wednesday night. 

She died at the City Hospital under the 
name of Hattie Gibson, but her right name 
is thought to de Nellie Gilborne of St. Jo- 
seph, Mo. If such be true she was the 
niece of Patrick Curtin, one of the wealth- 
lest men in that city, with whom she made 
her home, 

Dr. Mary Arthurs of 2340 Wash street and 
Dr. R. M. Kerley of 3041 Easton avenue, 


ex-Superintendent of the Female Hospital, 
are the two persons under whose observa- 
tion she first came, and who are supposed to 
know more of her history than anybody 
else in the city. 

Dr. Kerley claims to know little or noth- 
9 except what Dr. Arthurs told him. 

r. Arthurs’ statements to the Coroner 
and a Post-Dispatch reporter are greatly at 
variance. 

Dr. Kerley thinks the young woman died 
of Bright's disease and the shock incident to 
child birth, heightened by her emaciated 
condition. 

Dr. Sutter of the City Hospital, and Coro- 
ner Wait diagnosed the case as puefperal 
septicaemia, and a verdict to that effect was 
rendered. 

About three weeks ago, according to the 
story told by Dr. Arthurs to 2 Coroner 
Lloyd, the young woman went to her house 
on Wash street, where seven or eight other 
young women on the verge of motherhood 
are being harbored, and applied for admis- 
sion. She refused to give her name, further 
than to say that it was Nelli 

She admitted that she was unmarried, 
but aside from that she positively ve no 
information concerning herself. She paid 
three weeks’ board in advance and seemed 
to have no money left. She had no change 
of clothing with her and nothing else ex- 
cept a reticule containing @ purse and a 
few other small articles. 

She appeared to be in yery bad health, 
and Dr. Arthurs claims that she took a 
great interest in “the poor girl” and ad- 
ministered to her needs with the most 
assiduous attention, in spite of the fact 
that she was alone and penniless and had 
not a cent to pay her (Dr. Arthurs) for 
her rofessional services when nature 
should assert itself. 

A male child was born to her on Tuesday, 
Aug. 11. Dr. Kerley, who seems to be very 
familiar with Dr. Arthurs’ institution; was 
sent for, but the child was just being ush- 
ered into the world when he arrived. 

On the 3 moming Dr. Kerley 
called again. He found the patient’s tem- 
erature to be 106, and she was slightly de- 
irious. He conferred with Dr. Arthurs, 
who readily declared that she didn’t want 
any unknown dead woman on her hands, 
and between them they bundled the unfort- 
a ag young girl away to the City Hos- 

ital.
